Friends of the Dead Negro Swear To 
Avenge His Death and Close 
Watch Is Being Kept. 


Macon, -Ga., November 29.—(Special.)— 
William S. Simmons shot and fatally 
wounded William Capus, a negro soldicr ot 
the Third North Carolina regiment, this af- 
ternoon at Simmons’s Lar, on Fourth strect. 

The soldier went into the bar to get a 
drink and Simmens ordered him ous and 
told him that the bar was not for colored 
peopie. The negro went out and returned 
with several others and demanded a drink. 
Simmens ordered them out again, and they 
went, but came back again with a still 
larger crowd and made a rush at the bar- 
keeper. Simmons drew his pistol and fired, 
the ball striking the negro in the abdomen. 

The negroes th un dispersed, but soon a 
large crowd gathered and threatened tv 
lynth Simmons. The appearance of the 
police and the provost guard, in charge of 
Captain Hardee, dispersed the crowd. Sim- 
mons Was taken in charge by the policemen 
and was carried to the police station. 

It looked squaily for a time and it 
thought that there would be trouble, but 
the appearance of the soldiers, with the 
Krag-Jorgensen rifles, kept the negroes 
quieted Cown. The negroes sald they 
would have things their own way tonight, 
and large crowds of them gathered on all 
sides, but the provost guard was strength- 
enec and the men ordered to fire if neces- 
Sary, ond the negroes, seeing these determ- 
ined preparations, cooled off and dispersed, 

Simmons, tr, man who did the 
kiiling, refuses to talk, but claims that he 
was justified in shooting.

United States Court. 

An interesting incident ‘took place in the 
United States court this morning on the 
motion of Dessat, Bartlett & Ellis. J. L. 
Anderson and Steed,» Ryals & Stone to 
appoint Mr V. A.-Menard receiver in the 
United States court in the Steinheimer 
bankruptey case. Mr. Menard had becn ap- 
reinted receiver of the -stock by Judge 
Felton, of the superior ccurt, and since that 
time ihe Htigation gas been moved into the 
United States court, under the provision 
of the bankrupt act. 

The counsel called the attention of Judge 
Speer to the efficiency of Mr. Menard, and 
to its familiarity with the case.

It ‘has been suggested that a revision of our entire taxing system will develop 
an amount of property which now escapes taxation large enough to yield revenue 
sufficient to make up the deficiency in the state's revenue. No doubt such a revi- 
sion, the importance of which I most earnestly urge upon the attention of the 
general assembly, would uncover for taxation a large amount of property whieh 
now the ‘hand of the tax gatherers, but not a sufficient a 
the deficiency in the state’s revenue. The class of which escapes the 
taxing officer is usually stocks and bonds and other evidences of indebtedness. 
While much property of this character undoubtedly escapes taxation, it is not as 
much as many suppose, for our high rates of taxation, state, and munici- 
pal, have driven it largely out of the state. The price of moncy is exceedingly 
low. No good bond now sells in the market higher than a 316 per cent basis. In 
most of the counties the state and county taxes amount to 1 per cent, and in most 
of the cities the tax gatherer demands about 
Hience to the holder of such securities there is left after paying taxes, state coun- 
ty and municipal, only 1% per cent net on his investment. This is so low that it 
is to his interest to place his money elsewhere, where it will yield a better profit.

There are some appropriations that 
be cut, such as the public debt, including whe $8,000 due the university annually, 
the interest on the $90,000 land script fund still held by the state; salaries as 
cannot, under the constitution, be reduced during the term for which the pres- 
ent incumbents were elected; insurance premiums on public property and the sink- 
ing fund. These are fixed Gharges on the treasury that cannot. be reduced and 
must be met without abatement. Taking the total of all of these appropriations 
from the total of the estimates made by the treasurer for the next year, we have 
about $3,000,000 left on which to work in our effort to bring the state’s expenditures 
down to her reeeipts without increasing the tax Of this $3,000,000, $640,000 
goes to pensions and $1,600,000, in round numbers, goes to common schools, a total 
of nearly $2,300,000, Leaving only $700,000, estimated, for all other purposes, an amount 
little more than sufficient to meet the demand -on during the next 
eight months unprovided for.

The Governor’s Message. 

Perhaps there was never a stronger 
or more courageous message setft to a 
legislative body than that which was 
sent to the general assembly of Georgia 
yesterday by Governor Allen D, Can- 
dler. 

With the bluntness and straightfor- 
wardness characteristic of the man, he 
neither beats about the bush nor plays 
to political exigency, but going at once 
straight to the evil which is sought to 
be fédressed, he lays it bare so that no 
man can fail to see its magnitude. 

The governor shows that he came into 
office finding the state handicapped by 
appropriations, to meet which there was 
no money in sight. Noticing, in a good 
humored way the hesitancy with which 
the subject has been approached by 
others, he at once assumes the respon- 
sibility of statement as well as of rec- 
ommendation. In July next the state, 
after having paid out every cent in 
sight, will still be in debt to the amount 
of $545,000 if this vear’s appropriations 
hold. ‘To meet that call, the already 
high rate of taxation under which the 
people labor will have to be largely 
increased, and it is right at this point 
that the governor calls attention to a 
matter too often overlooked, that Geor- 
gia is an agricultural and not a manu- 
facturing or commercial state. It fol- 
lows, therefore, that the burden of tax- 
ation does not fall, and cannot fall, upon 
commercial communities, because the 
people of Georgia, the great overwhelm- 
ing, preponderating majority, are farm- 
ers, and every tax levy bears down upon 
their shoulders. The smali amount 
which it may be claimed they have to 
pay individually is only small in the 
mind of a man who does not measure 
the labor by which he has earned the 
sum at stake. 

Face to face, then, .with this great 
wall of high taxation, what is to be 
done? Some people rely upon sanguine 
results from tax reform, but tax reform 
cannot be put into operation in less than 
a year, and we have no means of know- 
ing what it will accomplish until it 
shall have been tricd. Furthermore, 
the price of money as shown by the 
governor is so low that the hidden prop- 
erty so much spoken of is worse than 
hidden—it has removed to other states, 
where We cannot lay hands upon it. 

With this unanswerable statement be- 
fore it, what is the legislature to do? It 
can only do what each member of it 
would do with his personal expenses up- 
on his return home, viz, reduce the 
outgo until the income will admit of an 
increase. It is a startling statement 
which the governor makes when he 
states that were all the ordinary legis- 
lative appropriations wiped out of sight, 
the burden still remaining in the two 
large appropriations would be more 
than the income of the state can pay. A 
return to first principles, then, is what 
the governor recommends. Lop off so 
much of those appropriations which cver 
zeal has built up. and let us get down 
to a living basis, to a paying basis, toa 
cash basis, which is an expression that 
will be understood in every part of Geor- 
gia. 

It required the courage of an Andrew 
Jackson to take the step which has been 
taken by the governor, but all who 
knew him knew him to be a plain man, 
opposed to trimming delay, and pledged 
to straightforward speech. In order to 
place the state upon a sound financial 
basis, he would arrest with a firm hand 
the whole tendency of expense, and then 
when our statesmen have discovered 
what our resources really are, he would 
so apply them as to bring the greatest 
good to the whole people. 

Fhe people of Georgia made no mis- 

ke when they elected Ailen D. Can- 
dier, relying upon his rugged honesty to 
uncover the real condition of things and 
to point the way to a more prosperous 
future, 
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Premium on Law Breaking. 

Every effort to limit the passions of 
the people by law seems but to be a 
rremium on its violation. 

Many years ago Georgia used to boast 
of large and flourishing temperance so- 
cieties. The Sons of Temperance, the 
food Templars and the various church 
societies for that purpose, all made 
strong efforts to reach individuals and 
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to convince them that their own best 
interest and happiness was concerned in 
reforming and turning away from the 
cup of inebriation. There are those 
living who can tell of the hundreds of 
men who were convinced of their wrong 
living in this manner, and who became 
strong lights in the communities in 
which they lived. It is remarkable that 
as the movement for political handling 
of the question of intemperance grew 
in strength, the efforts for personal 
work decreased. The singular anachron- 
ism could be seen of men going to pub- 
lic meetings under the influence of drink 
to preach in favor of temperance legal 
action, and then returning straight- 
way to the barroom whence they came. 
No effort seemed to be put forth to take 
such a man aside and reason with him. 
On, the contrary, all faith was pinned to 
a legislative enactment rather than an 
appeal to conscience. As barrooms dis- 
appeared from the towns where they 
were under surveillance, illicit whisky 
making began to appear in the country 
places, and while the town might have 
become a little quieter, the country dis- 
tricts became demoralized through the 
men who saw money in blockading 
liquor. All of this would lead the ob- 
server in comparing results to ask the 
question, which was worse, the barroom 
in the town, or the tiger loose in the 
country? An interesting answer to this 
question could be given by Judge New- 
man, of the United States district court, 
did the propriety of his position allow 
him to do so. 

One of the most unique developments 
of intemperance comes from the south- 
ern part of Lowndes county, and from 
all sections of the turpentine belt, show- 
ing that the home-made wine traffic is 
becoming very great. This word, home- 
made wine, covers a wide variety OTF 
stimulants. It is said that negroes 
and others who indulge in intoxicants 
get on the meanest sort of drunks with 
these liquors, and that the wine has a 
worse sort of effect than whisky or 
beer. The grand juries are said to have 
been consulted as to the traffic and man- 
ufacture of home-made spirits generally, 
but have no power to actin such matters, 
A report from Clinch county shows that 
the negroes there are ,becoming infle- 
pendent so far as intoxicating bever- 
ages are cohcerned. Sweet potatoes are 
cooked about half done and then mashed 
up and allowed to ferment. A very 
strong drink is said to be made in this 
way, and the negroes get on very satis- 
factory drunks, whenever they want to 
do so, off of this potato wine. This is 
said to be one of the secrets behind the 
big potato crop which is planted every 
year. 

rom atl of these facts it would ap- 
pear that there ought to be a revival of 
personal appeal to men to escape from 
the drink habit. 3 
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It Will Be a Peace Jubilee. 

After all Atlanta’s Jubilee will be 
the real celebration of peace between 
this country and all the world! : 

When Chicago and Philadelphia en- 
tered upon the celebration of a restor- 
ation of peace, they had to take a great 
deal for granted. Amid all of the elo- 
quence born of good wine which was 
poured forth at their banquets, the ghost 
of discord held a seat at the table. He 
was there with all of his uncanny pres- 
ence, inspiring a doubt in the minds of 
the speakers as to the reality of their 
professions, and casting a shadow over 
the joy which otherwise would have. 
reigned supreme. 

In the nick of time Atlanta’s good for- 
tune has come to her rescue. The Span- 
ish . commissioners have, acceded to 
every demand and nothing now remains 
but the drafting of the treaty of peace, 
and even that will be concluded before 
our Jubilee arrives. 

Thus it comes about that Atlanta will, 
after al?, have the first and only genu- 
ine Peace Jubilee in the country. She 
will afford the president, the members 
of his cabinet and the leaders of army 
and navy their first opportunity to speak 
from the standpoint of an assured peace. 
Great, then, must be the importance 
which will attach to the utterances of 
that occasion, and royally will Atlanta 
do her part to give fit coloring and frame 
to this great and magnificent occasion, 
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Its Real Meaning. 

Thomas Nelson Page, the well-known 
author, has given his views on the re- 
cent troubles in the Carolinas to The 
Washington Post. These views are ex- 
ceedingly interesting, but ag they are not 
materially different from those held by 
all conservative and reflecting southern 
men, we need not present them in ex- 
tenso. He points out that those at the 
north who criticise the attitude of the 
white men at the south when trouble oc- 
curs do so through ignorance of the con- 
ditions which prevail at the south. More 
than this, these criticisms almost in- 
variably have a political basis, and 
therefore have a political object. 

Mr. Page also points out that this whole 
question is above and beyond politics. 
This has for years been the contention 
of The Constitution. The most valu- 
able interests of the negroes have been 
deliberately sacrificed by a few north- 
ern politicians in their foolish and fu- 
tile efforts to make the republican party 
the guardian of the rights and privileges 
of the negroes. Distrustful of the south 
themselves, they have insisted on teach- 
ing the negroes to hate and distrust the 
men among whom they are compelled 
to live, and on whom they depend for 
all the material things that make life 
endurable. 

No true friend of the negro at the 
north could possibly indorse such a pol- 
icy except through the sheerest ignor- 
ance. What is the result of this long 
course of republican teaching? Why, 
us soon as the negro, by combining 
with the lowest element of the white 
race, manages to secure contro] in a 
town or a county, he remembers that 
the republicans have taught him to re- 
gard his white southern neighbofs as 
his enemies, and he immediately puts in 
operation a system of persecution meas- 
ured only by the extent of the power he 
exercises; and when this is carried so 
far that it becomes unendurable, and the 
whites conelude to put an end toa state 
of things so intolerable, immediately a 
cry arises from those at the north who, 
in the nature of things, cannot have 
any right or fair conception of the con- 
ditions which have brought about the 
inevitable result.

atic persecution aimed only at those of 


New England blood, and were to carry 
this persecution to the point of insulting 
New England women; what would be 
the outcome? Why, the power of that 
element would be destroyed if every man 


and outsiders might cry “race preju- 
dice’ to their heart’s content. 

The truth of the whole tter is that 
the negroes in eastern North Carolina 
had an excellent opportunity to demon- 
strate to the world their capacity to 
hold office, and their fitness to control 
and direct the affairs of government, In- 
stead of addressing themselves to the 
task in a way that showed their appre- 


ciation of the opportunity before them— 
instead of trying to make a record for 
their race and color—they deliberately 
turned their backs on everything save 
their umreasoning opposition to the 
whites and demonstrated to the whole 
country that they are unfit to rule even 
in the smallest affairs. , 

We are very much afraid that Our 
northern critics do not grasp the full 
and real meaning of the Wilmington 
troubles, which is that the republicans, 
by teaching them to regard the southern 
people ag their enemies, have totally ur- 
fitted them forthe exercise of. those re- 
eponsibilities which belong to the man- 
agement and control of civil affairs. 
That is the. real meaning of the Wil- 
mington troubles; and it is the mean- 
ing of all opposition to negro domina- 
tion. 
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Publi¢ Sentiment and Tax Reduction. 
We referred yesterday to the evidence 
furnished by Wilkes and Wilkinson 
counties that the enlightened public sen- 
timent of the state is in favor of a re- 
duction in the approggiations made by 
previous legislatures. Such a reduc- 
tion seems to be the easiest and complet- 
est method of beginning reform,. which, 
in the end, must lay its hands firmly 
on every: measure that threatens to go 
beyond the limits of a wise economy. 

Those who have made an effort to in- 
adict all who favor a temporary reduc- 
tion in the school fund as enemies of 
public education, will not fikely carry 
the indictment to the point of including 
the board of education of Wilkes county 
among the so-called enemies of public 
education. When that board . suggests, 
as it does, that the $400,000 added to the 
school fund by the last legislature be 
lopped off, it is impossible to identity 
its members as enemies of education. On 
the contrary, they are its promoters and 
defenders, and the economy they sug- 
gest will do more to strengthen the pub- 
lice school system than any further 
drain of the people’s resources could ac- 
complish. : 

We think it may be truly said that 
those who are opposing the reduction of 
the fund arg not acting for the best 
interests of our schoo] system. Per- 
sonally, they may be animated by a most 
ardent desire to promote its interests, 
but if they succeed in making it appar- 
ent that the school system is responsi- 
ble for an increase in the already high 
rate of taxation, they will be the means 
of giving the cause of public education 
a black eye in this state. 

The expressions of official opinions 
from Wilkes and Wilkinson counties 
show very clearly what the people think. 
They show, moreover, that those who 
pay the taxes will not only not tolerate 
any increase in the already high rate, 
but will demand a reduction—a reduction 
based on the reduced resources of the 
people. If we leave out the levee tax 
collected in Mississippi for extraordinary 
purposes, the rate in Georgia is higher 
than in any other southern state. There 
is no reason why this should be so, 
and the people know it. 

The one general pledge that Governor 


to high taxes, and that there should be 
no increase. The situation presents one 
feature which has not been dwelt upon 
with sufficient emphasis. namely. that if 
the present appropriations are not re- 
duced, the rate of taxation will have 
to be raised from $6.21 a thousand to 
$6.94. 

Now. as it is impossible to find any 
one who is in favor of an increase in 
the present rate—the highest in any 
southern state—it follows that a reduc- 
tion of expenses is necessary. ° There 
are those who advocate a continuance 
ofthe kiting and general “rustling 
around” by means of which the treasury 
has been able to meet its obligations 
during the past vear or two; but this is 
a precarious business at best, and does 
not commend itself to those who are in 
favor of the old-fashioned, straight- 
forward way of dealing. Such a system 
is liable to break down suddenly; it 
always does break down unexpectedly 
in the case of individuals. 

The simplest way is always the best. 
The cause of public education in Georgia 
will not lose anything in the long run 
by a reduction of the appropriation; 
indeed, it will gain by the fact that 
some of the most ardent friends and 
supporters of the public school system 
ere in favor of making a sacrifice in 
order to relieve the people of some of 
their burdens. The taxpayers appre- 
ciate this attitude and they are not 
likely to forget it. 

It may seem to some that the move- 
ment in favor of tax reform is not mak- 
ing rapid headway in the general assem 
bly; but it must be remembered that 
very intricate-and delicate questions are 
involved, and opinons, all aiming at the 
same result, but differing as to details, 
are to be adjusted. ‘The members have 
a very lively interest in the matter, They 
see the necessity of a reduction of ex- 
penses. and they propose to make this 
reduction with as little harm to the ob- 
jects for which appropriations are made 
as possible. Such seems to be the tem- 
per of the general assembly and such is 
the attitude of the governor.

In a speech at the banquet to President 
Hayes in Atlanta, many years ago, the 
Hon. H. Gregg Wright said that Augusta 
was settled by so many descendants of New 
England that the town and the neighboring 
Settlements were called “‘the New England 
line.”” Perhaps this accounts for the popu- 
larity of Thanksgiving day in Augusta. 

Professor Derry thinks that I was led into 
error through information derived from 
others in regard to this custom. Errors 
creep into some of the best histories. For in- 
stance, in the professor’s history of the 
confederate states, he asserts that Sherman 
did not leave asingle house standing in At- 
lanta. This is a mistake. Confederate of- 
ficial reports show that Sherman spared 


all of the churches, except one, and left 450 | 


dwellings standing. It is easy to be misled 
into making too sweeping statesments.

more time on the agreement of counsel. 
He further argued that statutory provision 
of some king was absolutely necessary in 
the great Majority of cases to make judges 
render decisions with some degree dis- 
patch and to keep from shelving 
eases for political reasons when the time 
of election rolis around. Mr. Denny, of 
Lloyd, strongly supported the bill, He 
stated that there was ho judge on the 
bench in Georgia who did not have the 
intellectuality to decide cases promptly if 
he shculd see fit to do soe, and that the 
terms of the bill were by no means hars). 
He stated that he was well awnre of tue 
fact that some judges were more closely 
confined than others, but that none of 
them were so closely confined that they 
could not render decisions more promptly 
than they had been in the habit of doing. 
Mr. Bell, of Forsyth, also advocated the 
bill. He stated thag judges, even of the 
more important circuits had plenty of time 
on their hands and <hat some of them 
could afford to go to War and draw two 
salaries and still hive a dant leisure 
for other things. When the matter was 
put to the- house, the vote stood 108 for 
and 20 against. Thereupon the bill was 
declared passed. On moticn of Mr. Morris, 
of Cobb, it was immediately transmitted to 
the senate. 

Set for Another Day. . 

Under the head of motions to reconsider, 
Mr. Jones, of Burke, stated that it would 
be impossible for him to attend Wednes- 
day’s session; and he accordingly asked 
that the bill to require railroads in this 
state to procure domestic charters be 
withdrawn from the calendar for that day 
and set for another day. Mr. Hall, of Bibb, 
strongly opposed this request. He declared 
that the bill was one in which every citi- 
zen of Georgia was interested and that 
since it had been made the special order 
for Wednesday it ought to retain its po- 
sition on the calendar.

Mr. Pace’s Important Bill. 

The first bill which came up in the house 
yesterday for the purpose of being put 
upon its passage was the bill of Mr. Pace, 
of Newton, to enlarge the power of exemp- 
tion extended to places of religious worship 
and burial and to educational ftmstitutions. 
Mr. Pace asked that the bill be terhporarily 
laid on the table. On motion of Mr. Hall. 
of Bibb, 300 copies of the bill were ordered 
to be printed for the benefit of the mem- 
bers. The next bill taken up on the calen- 
dar was the bill of Mr. Howard, of Chat- 
tahoochee, to reguiate settlements of rail- 
road taxes made with tax collectors. ‘The 
bill passed without apposition. 

The next matter acted upon was the res- 
olution of Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, to pro- 
vide for the payment of certain funds to 
Mrs. Anna E. Branch, growing out of the 
sale of wild lands. The resolution was fa- 
vorably reported by the committee on ap- 
propriations with amendments reducing the 
figures specified in the resolution «om. 
$111 to $95.90. On account of the appropria- 
tion involved fn the resolution. it was nev- 
essary to consider it in the committee of 
the whole house. This course was taken 
and the resolution was reported favorably. 
On calling the roll of the house the vote 
stood—120 yeas and 0 nays. 

Mr. Post, of Coweta, spoke again in oppo- 
sition to the bill, declaring that it simply 
meant that the appropriation to the com- 
mon schools would ihave to be tncreased. 
Mr. Everett, of Stewart, favored the bil] 
in one of the strongest speeches of the ses- 
sion. Mr, Watkins, of Gilmer, closed the 
discussion. On the passage of the bill the 
yeas were 69 and the nays 46. # Lack- 
ing the requisite constitutional majority it 
was declared lost. At 1:16 o'clock the house 
adjourned until this morning at 10 o'clock. 


SENATE DECLINES TO RECEDE. 


Stands Rigidly and Unanimously by 
Its Substitute to Slaton Bill. 
When the action of the lower house in 
refusing to coneur in the Steed substitute 
to the Slaton bill reached the senate yes- 
terday morning Senator Steed moved that 
the senate insist upon the substitute, and 
his motion was una:imously adopted. This 
means that both houses will appoint con- 
ference committees, and inasmuch as pre- 
cedent demands the appointment of robust 
advocates on each side, it is not likely that 
the committee will make much progress 
toward an agreement one way or another.

Out West the Railroads Have To Give

A western railway official is quoted by 
The St. Louis Globe Democrat as saying 
that the time is coming when ne annual 
passes will be issued except to railway 
officérs. A. majority of the western roads 
are in favor of that policy now. He said: 

“The railroads are practically compelled 
ta give passes to certain holders of public 
offices, but I think it is a mistake to give 
them annual passes.

English Engineer Informs American 
Promoters of Determination. 
Knoxville, Tenn., November 29.—(Special.) 
The local promoters of the black diamond 
railroad scheme today received informa- 
tion that Sir Thomas Tancred, the English 
engineer sent to this country by an English 
financial syndicate, would recommend that 

the road be built by ‘his people. 

Before starting for London the engineer 
Stated to Colonel Albert E. Boone, of 
Zanesville, ©., the chief promoter, and 
other prominent men interested in the deal 
that he would approve the survey and rec- 
ommend the investment. This is consid- 
ered a consummation of the financing. 

Colonel Boone has the contracts for buijld- 
ing the road, and ‘he has advised his friends 
here that the favorable report of Sir Tiiom- 
as Tancred will enable him to commence 
work the first of next May. 

The road will extend from Part Royal, 8 
C., to Columbus, O., penetrating all the 
coal fields of east Tennessee and Kentucky 
and passing through this city. It will be 
822 miles long, double tracked and cost 
$40,000,000. 

Sir Thomas Tancred inspected the road 
from Columbus to Port Royal, going over 
the entire route on foot or private conve, 
ance. He has secured all information ref 
tive to country touched and will be able 
to make a comprehensive report.

COLORED WOMEN 
FILE A PROTEST 


Clab Members Oppese Sleeping Car Bill 
Now in Legislature. , 


State Railroad Commission Is Asked To 
Have Seperate Coach Law Enforced. 


COMPLAINT I$ MADE AGAINST RCAJS 


One Grievance Is That Smoking Is Al- 
lowed in the Apartments for the 
Colored People. 


A delegation of three members of the 
Colored Wigman’s Club of Georgia called 
on the st railroad commission yesterday 
and complained that the law in regard to 
equal accommodations for the races is not 
ol'served on all the railroads in Geor®gia. 
With the exception of the Plant system, 
they stated that most of the roads do not 
cumply with the law. 

A written protest was made against the 
bill pending in the legislature requiring 
the Pullman Paiace Car Company to pro- 
vide separate accommodations for whites 
and blacks. The complainants stated that 
the bill, if passed, ‘‘will exclude all colored 
ladies and gentlemen of character, 
gence and self-respect from the comforts 
of travel in Pullman I¢ 
observed that the class of our people 
wish to travel in the sleepers are men 
and women of taste and culture. They 
are not the rcugh and ignorant. They are 
law-abiding, sober, industrious and peace- 
able in all the relations of life.” 

Another grievance was that whites are 
allcwed to crowd that part of the 
coach which is reserved for the colored 
passengers. The whites often smoke in 
that part of the car and convicts are seated 
there when beng transported. Some con- 
ductors protect the colored passengers 
when appealed to, they but 
are insulting in their repiies and make no 
effort to protect the colored passengers 
from discomfort and insult. A further 
complaint was that the news butcher 
generally occupies the colored section of 
the coach. 

The commissioners were appealed to and 
they were asked to see that the law is en- 
forced, 

Colonel Trammell, chairman of t 
stated that a few years ago a 
had been made by Bishop Gaines 
others that the Georgia railroad was 
crimjnating against the colored passengers. 
One grievance was that the accommoda- 
tions were unequal. Thereupon the cars 
were brought into the union station and 
inspected by the railroad commissioners. 
the railway representatives and the 
ored committee. It was shown that 
section which is reserved for the 
passengers on the up run is occupied by 
the whites on the returning trip. The ac- 
commodations were absolutely the sare. 

In regard to the enforcement of the law, 
Judge Atkinson stated that the commission 
could not impose penalties if the 
failed to obey the law, but passengers, 
either white or black, who were @iscrimi- 
nated against, could go the solicitor 
general and have him go before the grand 
jury and indict the conductors or trainmen 
responsible for the assignment of passen- 
gers. Or passe@gers could employ a lawyer 
to prosecute the employees of the road 
or to bring sult against the companies, 

A complaint was brought time ago 
by certain white people of Bainbridge, who 
asked redress against a south Georgia rail- 
road, it being charged that colored passen- 
gers were allowed ride 
reserved for the whites.
